U.S. House: 

Ten Republicans join Dems 
in charging president with 
incitement of insurrection

WASHINGTON » President Donald 
Trump was impeached by the U.S. 
House for a historic second time 
Wednesday, charged 
with “incitement of in- 
surrection” over the 
deadly mob siege of the 
Capitol in a swift and 
stunning collapse of his 
final days in office. 

With the Capitol se- 
cured by armed Na- nN 
tional Guard troops in- Pelosi 
side and out, the House 
voted 232-197 to impeach Trump. The 
proceedings moved at lightning speed, 
with lawmakers voting just one week af- 
ter violent pro-Trump loyalists stormed 
the U.S. Capitol, egged on by the presi- 
dent’s calls for them to “fight like hell” 
against the election results. 

Ten Republicans fled Trump, join- 
ing Democrats who said he needed to 
be held accountable and warned omi- 
nously of a “clear and present danger” 
if Congress should leave him unchecked 
before Democrat Joe Biden’s inaugura- 
tion Jan. 20. 

Trump is the only U.S. president to 
be twice impeached. It was the most bi- 
partisan presidential impeachment in 
modern times, more so than against Bill 
Clinton in 1998. 

The Capitol insurrection stunned 
and angered lawmakers, who were 
sent scrambling for safety as the mob 
descended, and it revealed the fragil- 
ity of the nation’s history of peaceful 
transfers of power.

Orange County District Attorney Todd 
Spitzer has dismissed or 
reduced charges in 67 
criminal cases because 
sheriff's deputies booked 
evidence late or not at all. 

Spitzer’s office an- 
nounced Wednesday it 
had finished its joint re- 
view with the Sheriff’s De- 
partment of cases in which Spitzer 
deputies had potentially 
mishandled evidence. The investigation 
examined 22,289 cases that resulted in 


convictions over a three-year period, end- 
ing in March 2018. Investigators notified 
3,639 defense attorneys about the evi- 
dence problems that had been found. 

One of the affected cases involved a de- 
fendant who tried to sneak a weapon into 
jail. 

In many of the cases where charges 
were reduced or dismissed, the evidence 
booking deficiencies were not bad enough 
to suggest the case had fallen beyond the 
threshold of reasonable doubt or the dis- 
trict attorney had lost faith in the convic- 
tion, the review said. 

In addition to dropping or reducing 
charges, Spitzer removed samples from 
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
